The above pair were emigrating from North Carolina, and became first 
acquainted with each other 'on the long road to Georgia.’ They were bound 
to different sections of the country, and finding that the roads forked at 
Augusta the idea of a separation was intolerable, so enamoured had they 
become of each other on their journey. They had halted in front of the 
market, when their disconsolate situation was whispered to some of our 
citizens--the news became general, and in a short period several hundred of 
our people, from generals and alderman, colonels and squires, down to the 
little boys of the city, gathered around--and all agreed that Mr. Bright and 
Eliza should be one. A subscription was instantly raised to pay the license 
fee, and our worthy Squire, of the 122d district, volunteered to officiate on 
the occasion without 'fee, reward, or the hope thereof.’ The knot being tied, 
Alderman Danforth proposed that a subscription be raised for a marriage 
portion, and with praiseworthy example, tendered on hundred pounds of 
bacon as his quota. The thing took well, --and the happy pair took up their 
line of march, arm in arm, towards Tallahassee amidst loud huzzahs of 
prosperity to the Republic, and long live Mr. Bright and Mrs. Eliza. (March

"I am extremely sorry to inform you of the death of DE WIT CLINTON, 
Governor of the State of New York: his exit took place on Monday evening 
last at 7 o'clock, and it is as true as it is strange, that the news only arrived in 
this city this evening by Mr. Van Bethuysen, one of the Editors of the 
Albany Argus. It appears that he was seated in his study, apparently in good 
health--his head suddenly dropped, and he instantly expired! The cause of 
his death is said to have been the rupture of a blood vessel near the heart."

This estimable young man was for the last four years a resident among us, as 
a medical student, of Dr. Thomas Sweet, of this village; where his altogether 
amiable qualities, his mild, generous, cheerful disposition, his social, 
unassuming manners, and correct moral deportment, had gained for him the 
unqualified respect and esteem of all who knew him. During an illness of 
fifteen days, which commenced about two weeks after his settlement at 
Whitehaven, in the capacity of a Physician, he exhibited under 
circumstances of extreme suffering, a most exemplary degree of quiet 
patience and resignation. His bearing altogether, under a firm conviction that 
his dissolution was near and inevitable, was such as might have well 
characterized the old and long-tried christian. Upon his dying bed, he 
expressed his reliance upon the divine mediator, for his eternal welfare. By 


his intimate associates here, his loss will be felt and regretted as that as that 
of an endeared brother. And there are non within the circle of his 
acquaintance, but will revert with heartfelt sympathy at their loss in him, to 
the kindness and affability that characterized his intercourse with all. His 
talents were of an order that gave fair promise of high, and even eminent, 
professional usefulness. He was one of the few who, with a fondness for 
society, that had its birth in the warm kindness of his nature, found no 
enemies, but every one a friend. In reference to him, it may most truly be 
said, "None knew thee but to love thee, / None names thee but to praise."

During our revolutionary struggle he was found 
engaged in defense of our country against foreign aggressors--sustaining the 
cause of freedom and of right. In 1814 he emigrated to this country, where 
he has since resided maintaining an unblemished character and living an 
exemplary life. His funeral obsequies were attended by the Rev. Mr. Marks 
of Carbondale, and by a large concourse of friends, who, by their sympathy, 
testified to the loss of which all had sustained. In accordance with his wishes 
he was buried according to the ceremonies of the Episcopal Church, of 
which he was a member. Well may it be said of him, that he was an 


affectionate husband--a kind parent--a good neighbor, and an honest man-- 
and died with full assurance of a blessed and glorious immortality thro' the 
merits of Christ, the Redeemer. (November 21, 1835, p. 3) 


225. On the morning of the 6" inst. a daughter of Mr. Luther Hubbard, (Salla 
Rosilia,) of Greenfield township, Luzerne county, Pa. was left along in a 
room, while the family were at breakfast, when hearing her shrieks, and 
running to examine the cause, her distracted parents found that her cloths 
had ignited, and that she was completely engulfed in flames--Relief came 
too late--she lingered until the next morning, when she expired.

As a 
wife, she was amiable and praise worthy; as a mother, she was tender, kind 
and affectionate, her house was the Asylum of the distressed, the abode of 
the unfortunate. "In her the Christian graces shone, / Blended with the holy 
light, / Like stars around the moon's high throne, / That grace the brow of 
night." 


The circumstances of her Death were something singular--while on a visit to 
her father's she took from a shelf a piece of white led [sic] which she 
supposed to be chalk, and eat a small quantity, which terminated her 
existence. Medical aid was employed to no purpose: the grim messenger had 
too firm a grip to be unloosed, so that 'in the midst of life we are in death.' 
(January 2, 1836, p. 3)

editor of this paper, and daughter of Mr. NATHANIEL WETHERBY, of 
Greenfield, aged 28 years. She has left two children of tender age, together 
with a numerous circle of friends and relations to lament her early death. 


The deceased has for many months lingered under the most painful 
indisposition, which she has born with unexampled fortitude;--wishing to be 
restored to health, only that she might be useful to her family and friends, 
but always willing to depart if it were the pleasure of Heaven. This writer 
has seen her in health, assiduously employed in her household affairs, 
making the happiness of her husband and family, her constant study; her 
countenance beaming forth the goodness of her heart, and purity of her life. 
He has seen her, too, when disease was preying upon her system in its most 
virulent form; when death seemed hovering about her couch, and a 
separation from family and friends and earthly hopes appeared inevitable; 
still she was calm and serene in mind, and even under the severest bodily 
suffering, never failed to dispense to the friends who called, the smile which 
betokens that amiableness of heart, and peacefulness of mind of which those 
only are possessed; in friendship with all mankind, and at peace with their 
Maker. Her husband, whose tenderest affection lie buried beneath the rugged 
frosts will long feel the loss of an amiable and affection companion, whose 
society stripped the toils and business of life of all their severities;--her 
tender offspring will no more feel the tender embrace of a doting mother, 
and although too young truly to realize their loss, they must miss the 
presence and protection of their natural guardian. Parents, sisters and 
brothers, are bereaved of a dutiful and affection daughter and sister, whose 
loss will long be lamented, but whose many virtues will be cherished in fond 
recollections, till the lamps of life are fled, and they are re-united in that 
world of bliss, where grief and parting are no more.

TRIBLE, Esq. The deceased has held the office of Deputy Secretary of the 
commonwealth for a great number of years under various administrations, 
which station he filled with great ability. It is said that his recent removal 
from office was a shock too severe for his weak frame to bear--the tie which 
bound him to life was severed--in the absence of the stimulus of the duties 
he had been so long accustomed to discharge, he pined away and died.

230. Also--a short time previous, our late fellow townsman, Maj. O. 
PORTER. Mr. Porter had recently removed his family to Harrisburg, from 
this place. (February 6, 1836, p. 3) 


231. On Sunday last, very suddenly, an infant son of Dr. Thomas Sweet, of 
this village. This child had been dangerously indisposed some time previous, 
but had partially recovered--five minutes before its death it appeared well 
and playful--but suddenly gasped and died. (February 6, 1836, p. 3) 


232. On Thursday morning the 25" inst. of a pulmonary affection, 
HANNAH R., wife of C. L. Ward, Esq. senior editor of the Susquehanna 
Register, and daughter of J. W. Raynsford, Esq. of Montrose--aged 21 years. 
Thus has found a premative [sic] grave, a highly estimable woman--formed 
to bless and adorn life in all its various relations, one whose worth will be 
long remembered and whose early death, widely deplored. (March 5, 1836,

233. In Providence, on the 26" ult. GEORGE A., infant son of Geo. A. and 
Jane M. Whiting,--aged 18 months. "Ere sin could blight or sorrow fade; / 
Death kindly came with friendly care, / The op'ning bud, to Heaven, 
conveyed / And bade it bloom forever there. Communicated. (March 5, 
1836, p. 3) 


234. In Dundaff, on the 4™ inst of Consumption; Mrs. JANE E. ROGERS, 
wife of Mr. Anson Rogers, in the 32d year of her age. Mrs. R. had been for 
some years a member of the Presbyterian Church in Dundaff, she was a 
practical christian; evincing to her friends and neighbors, the reality and 
excellence of that religion which she professed. During the last few months 
of her life, she was called to endure severe pain and suffering, which she 
bore with christian resignation and submission to the will of God; expressing 
to the last, a firm and unshaken confidence in her saviour; leaving to her 
friends, a comfortable hope, that she had exchanged a world of sin and 
suffering, for that rest that remaineth to the people of God. Communicated. 
(March 19, 1836, p. 3) 


235. In Abington on Sunday the 27" ultimo at the residence of his Son, Mr. 
JAMES STONE, aged 84 years and 8 months. (April 2, 1836, p. 3) 


236. In this Village, on the 6th inst. an infant son of J. W. Goff, aged 1 year, 
after an illness of about three weeks. (May 7, 1836, p. 3) 


237. Also, an infant child of the late Patrick Karney, 6 or 8 months of age. 
(May 7, 1836, p. 3) 


238. In Nicholson, on Saturday last, Miss CLOE GORMAN, daughter of 
Mr. John Gorman. The dispensations of Providence have been peculiarly 
afflicting to the family of Mr. Gorman, as this is the 4" death in his family 
within 3 months. (May 28, 1836, p. 3) 


239. In Greenfield, on Friday of last week, Mr. FENNER TOMKINS, aged 
about 28 years. Mr. Tomkins was a young man of the most estimable 
charter, and up to the time of the death of his wife, of most enterprizing and 
energetic mind; but shortly after this event, a gloomy melancholy seems to 
have, in some degree, unsettled his intellect, under which, for the last few 
years, he appeared to have been sinking, until at last, he fell a victim to the 
malady of his imagination. (May 28, 1836, p. 3) 


240. In Tompkins, Deamon county, N. Y. on the first of June last, Mrs. 
MARY J. ANGEL, wife of Mr. Cortez Angel, of this place, aged 21 years. 
Mrs. Angel had been a member of the Presbyterian church for the last 6 
years of her life, and ever maintained that love and zeal for the cause she had 
espoused until death. In her last illness, which was the Consumption, with 
which she gradually sank down, she exhibited that resignation and 
confidence in God, that characterises the truly good. Although anxious at 
times for her time of departure to come, she was never heard to murmur or 
complain, but after taking each by the hand and bidding her friends farewell, 
whilst in the agonies death, she raised her voice and cried, come welcome 
death, I am prepared to go, and, in a few moments her spirit left the house of 
clay for a better Mansion, we trust, where the wicked cease from trouble and 
the weary are at rest. (July 9, 1836, p. 3) 


241. In Blakely, on Monday last, Mr. DAVID DAVIS, aged about 60 years. 
(August 27, 1836, p. 3) 


242. In Clifford, Susquehanna Co. on Sunday the 11” inst. Mr. George 
Oram, aged about 65 years. (September 17, 1836, p. 3) 


243. In Greenfield, on Sunday the 11" instant, Margaret Jane Vail, daughter 
of Samuel Vail, Esq. aged about 17 years. (September 17, 1836, p. 3) 


244. In this Village, on Sunday evening, the 23d inst. of Pulmonary 
consumption, Mr. William Merrill, in the 25™ year of his age. (October 29, 
1836, p. 3) 


245. In this Village, on Friday the 14® inst. Mr. John Babcock, aged about 
45 years. (October 29, 1836, p. 3) 


246. In this Village, on the 15" inst. Elizabeth, daughter of Mr. James 
Birdsall, aged 3 years. (October 29, 1836, p. 3) 


247. After a lingering illness, on Saturday evening last, the 4" instant, at 
Barboursville, Del. Co. N. Y. Mrs. Sarah Ann, wife of H. P. Ensign, 
formerly of this place. (February 11, 1837, p. 3) 


248. In this Village, on the 26" ult. Hannah, daughter of Wm. Copeland, M. 
D. aged 3 years 11 months and 15 days. (March 4, 1837, p. 3) 


249. At Dundaff on March 17" Edward Slocum infant child of Wm. H. 
Slocum aged four months. (April 1, 1837, p. 3) 


250. At Tyburn, of suffocation, Mr. Paul Bamboozle. He was an affectionate 
husband, a kind father, a generous friend, a sincere christian and an honest 
man. He has left three wives and twenty children to mourn his loss. (April 
1, 1837, p. 3) [Is this an April Fool death?] 


251. Another Revolutionary hero gone.--Died at the Baltimore Almshouse, 
Captain John Watson, a soldier of the Revolution, in the ninety-seventh year 
of his age. His memory is embalmed in the tears of a grateful country. (April 
1, 1837, p. 3) 


252. In Herrick on the 18" instant Bradley Bishop, son of Alonson and 
Angelina Reed, aged one year and five months. (April 22, 1837, p. 3) 


253. DIED, at his residence, in Providence, on the 12” inst. Mr. Daniel 
Wedeman, in the 88" year of his age. Mr. W. was among the pedements of 
soldiers sent over by the Emperor of Germany according to the treaty of the 
British King, to assist in the subjugation of America. In the year 1777, he 


became a prisoner of war, in Burgoyne's army, but instead of returning to the 
British, he enlisted into the American army, and assisted in obtaining their 
Liberty--subsequently he has with the few remaining Fathers who sought the 
combat that Congress had granted to the founders of our Liberties. Great 
Father God, in whom we live, / Thy gracious will be done, / Grant that those 
Fathers, comfort have, / While endless ages run. (May 20, 1837, p. 3) 


254. In this village on the 20" instant Mrs. Wealthy, consort of Mr. Judson 
Clark, aged 23 years. Mrs. Clark was a resident of Freetown, Cortland 
county New York, and has not been a resident of this village but little more 
than a year. (May 27, 1837, p. 3) 


255. In Kingston township, on the 26" ult, Mr. John Atherholt, formerly 
proprietor of the Republican Farmer, aged 26 years. (June 17, 1837, p. 3) 


256. In this village on Monday evening, the 12" inst. Mr. WM. SASMAN, 
aged about forty years. We have known Mr. Sasman about 18 or 20 years, 
and first became acquainted with him in Philadelphia, while he was a 
Journeyman Printer. From there he removed to Wayne County, and after 
having worked in the same capacity, at Montrose, Dundaff, and other places, 
for several years, he commenced the publication of "The Wayne County 
Enquirer," at Bethany, which he continued a number of years, when he 
abandoned it in consequence of an enfeebled constitution--he removed to 
this village some months since, and worked a short time in this office--but in 
consequence of the rapid decline of his health, abandoned the printing 
business and occupied an honorable situation in the employ of the Delaware 
& Hudson Canal Company. Mr. Sasman always sustained the character an 
industrious man, and has left an affectionate and estimable wife and 
connexions, to mourn his early exit. Mr. Sasman's death was occasioned by 
consumption, which too often terminate the lives of those who follow the 
profession. Whose Forms are lock'd up in Eternity's Chase, / and their 
spirits sent off to the Chapel on high-- / Proved and Corrected, and each in 
their place, / And Revised by an Author of impartial eye. (June 17, 1837, p. 
3)

257. In Herrick, on the evening of the 27" inst Mary D. Reed, daughter of 
Alanson and Angelina Reed aged three years seven months and twenty three 
days. This lovely Reed too young and plain / Called to heavy by early doom 
/ Just came to show how sweet a flower / In Paradice would bloom. 
(September 2, 1837, p. 3) 


258. Died, in Blakely, on the 4" inst. of a lingering illness, Mrs. PHEBE Z. 
MORROW, wife of Mr. James S. Morrow and daughter of James Hinckman, 
of Sackasuny Plains, N. Jersey, aged about thirty years. Mrs. Morrow has 
been a resident of this village, for several years, and her deportment was of 
the most moral and exemplary character; an affectionate wife, kind mother, 
and highly esteemed by all who knew her. (September 9, 1837, p. 3) 


259. In Blakely on Saturday the 9" instant John Vaughn, aged about 86 
years. Mr. Vaughn was a Revolutionary Soldier and recently drew a pension. 
He as resided in Blakely a great many years; and was highly esteemed by all 
his acquaintances as an exemplary and useful citizen. (September 16, 1837, 
p. 3) 


260. In Herrick, Saturday evening, Aug. 26, Mary Deidama, daughter of 
Alanson and Angelina Reed, aged three years seven months and 23 days. 
This lovely bud, so young and fair / Called hence the early doom; / Just 
come to show how sweet a flower / In Paradice would bloom. (September 
23-1837, p. 3) 


261. Suddenly in Harford Township, Susquehanna Co. Pa. on Saturday 
evening the 14" inst. Mr. William Conrad, in the 85" year of his age. Mr. 
Conrad was formerly a native of Germany, and emigrated to America in the 
early part of the revolutionary war, soon after the close of the war he 
removed to Susquehanna Co. then a howling wilderness, where, after 
enduring innumerable hardships and privations, toil and fatigue he at last 


sunk to rest, with the full assurance of a glorious immortality beyond the 
grave. A. (October 28, 1837, p. 2) 


262. On the 3d instant after a lingering illness of Seven Months, Samuel 
Marks son of R. W. and Elcey D. Graves, age one year six months and 
twenty seven days. (November 11, 1837, p. 3) 


263. In the village of Carbondale, Nov. 26", John Bowen, formerly from 
Wales. Mr. Bowen's death was occasioned by the kick of a horse. From the 
time of the accident to his death his sufferings were great, having lingered 
for a time, death ended his mortality. Dangers stand thick through all the 
way, / To push us to the tomb! (December 2, 1837, p. 3) 


264. In Herrick, Susq. Co. Nov. 23d Walter Lyon, Esq. aged 67 years. Mr. 
Lyon was one of the first settlers in Northern Pa. He was generally respected 
for Candor, and great moral worth. He was a man of uncommon industry, 
peculiarly pacific in all his intercourse with men. He was a worthy member 
of the Methodist E. Church. Died in great peace universally respected. 
(December 2, 1837, p. 3) 


265. In this village Dec. 2"’ John Few, formerly from England. Mr. Few was 
a quiet unassuming, pious man. In his sickness and death uncommon 
resignation was manifest. By excellent and judicious medical attention the 
evening of life with Mr. Few was rendered calm and pleasant, as to his 
bodily state, and by the sacred influences of the Divine Spirit his mind was 
even cloudless as he closed this temporal career. (December 9, 1837, p. 3) 


266. Dundaff on Monday morning the 3d inst, Julia daughter of Dilton and 
& Rebecca Yarington, Aged 3 years ten months & 21 days. (February 14, 
1840, p. 3) 


267. In Clifford Township, on the 1% inst., Artemas K. Woodward, in the 
29* year of his age. "Not dead, but sleepeth." (April 17, 1840, p. 3)
